Ladysmith, Oct. 30.—11:50 a. m.—

ing, the Boers shelling Ladysmith 
with forty pounders. 


After seven shots the Britisl: guns 


succeeded in silencing the Boer fire. 


A force of Boers is now advancing 


on the British left flank. 


A REPORT OF SURRENDER. 


Berlin, Oct. 30.— A report ic 


here from Holland says that the 
whole British army at Ladysmith has 
surrendered and that the troops are 
now prisoners of war. 


THE CRISIS REACHED. 


London, Oct. 30.—The dispatch of 


the Associated Press from Lady- 
smith this morning, which was sent 
at express rates, came through in 
the remarkable time of two hours. 
It shows the crisis which the pres- 
ent stage of the war operations has 
reached and that the expected at- 
tack on Ladysmith by the joint Boer 
forces has opened. 


A dispatch 
from Durban timed 


9:55 this mornidf supplements the 
Associated Press dispatch with the 
information that the Boer shells 
were chiefly directed at the station 
and that no damage was done up to 
the time the message from Durban 


authorities that the senior military 
medical officers are behind the times 
and, as the latter would consider it 
"infra dig" to call in consultation 
junior officers, more conseivant with 
modern practice, the difficulty has 
been overcome by the appointment 
of civilians at an enormous cost. 


NEWS FROM MAFEKING.

VIOLATION OF THE LAW. 


In their brief the commissioners 


contend that solicitation by mail, as 
in the Ohio case, is prohibited by 
law. saying: 


"To solicit is to petition or ask a 


person for something. Obviously that 
such petitioning or asking is done by 
means of written words that are ca- 
pable of being understood by the per- 
son to whom they are addiessed, and 
not by means of mere spoken words, 
docs not alter the nature of such act 
cf petitioning or askingso that it 
shall cease to be a 'solicitation.' But 
such act of solicitation by written j 
words ccnnot be said to be complete 
until the import of such words shall 
have been apprehended by the person 
to whom they ore addressed, and ob- 
viously this cannot be until they are 
communicated to him by being de- 
liveied to him and read by him, or 
read to him by another. 


'If a letter asking for money is 


written and mailed to a man wKb 
never recei^s it, that man cannot be 
said to truly have been solicited by 
means of th"t letter, although the 
writer has done everything that he

The method of procedure in to take 


four ounces of pumice same in the line 
powdered form and mix it with a quart 
of flour. When the two have been nused 
with the hands, add enough water to 
knead the ma** into a thick dough. 
Form the mass into several mils about 
as long as the width of each strip of 
wall paper and two inches in diameter 
Wrap some white cotton cloth around 
each roll, stitch it in place and then 
boil about three-quarters of an hour. 
By that time the dough rolls are firm, 
and the cloth covering can be removed. 


These rolls of hardened flour and 


pumice stone are then used for rubbing 
over the soiled portions of the paper. 
Not only will ordinary dirt spots be re- 
moved, but grease will he absorbed by 
the rolls. After the rubbing the paper 
should be dusted off carefully with a 
clean cloth, and if any dirt remains the 
process should be repeated. This re- 
moves dirt much better than the bread 
process.—New Voice.

BATTLE WITH SAVAGES. 


London, 
Oct. 30. Mail 
advices 


from the Congo announce that Cap- 
tain Mohun, formerly United States 
consul at Zanzibar, who is command- 
ing the Belgian Tanganyika-Congo 
telegraph expedition, has reached the 
Congo Fiee State and was engaged, 


I at the end of July, in a fierce battle 
at Sanguali, where the force consist- 
ed of ten Europeans with Captain 
Mohun commanding. Shortly after 
the attack commenced. Baron Dha- 
mis, the Belgian commander, dis- 
patched three companies of soldiers 
to assist him, and the enemy, con-

The seeds and 


pulp which come through the screen 
together aie stored in the va(s, water 
lidded and the whole is left to ferment 
foi spxeral days. In the process of fer- 
mentation the pulp separates from the 
seeds, which sink to the bottom of the 
tank. The pulp is then ladled out, the 
seeds washed several times aud spread 
out to dry on sheets in the sun. After 
Hint all that is necessary is to sack 
thorn and ship them to New tfork, 
Philadelphia or Detroit seed houses 
for which they were grown. 


It is becoming a profitable business 


in some sections awl has promise of a 
larger growth as the value of the west- 
ern soil as a melon producer is more 
w idoly understood. The machines now 
in use are of the crudest kind ami will 
probably bo much improved. Their ob- 
ject is, however, simple, nud not much 
Is required of them. Seertmeu say that 
it is not uncommon for a single acre to 
produce 10 to 30 tons of melons, a 
drain on the soil that would l>e impos- 
sible of continuance if the roots of the 
watermelon did not seek a generous 
depth aud so make use of the subsoil.

CLEANING WALL PAPER. 


ovr to Remove Stnliiit Wlthont In- 


J arias the Ulim». 


It is not always desirable or possible 


to repapcr a room whpre tlio wall paper 
has been soiled in a few places. To be 
able to clean such paper without injur- 
ing the gloss and general effect would 
lie n great relief to many H house witp. 
This can bo acfuinplislied witbotu mnc-h 
difficulty. 


The method of procedure is to take 


four uuuces of pnuiict- ntone in the iino 
powdered form and mix it with a quart 
of flour. When tho two have betui mixed 
•with the liumK add fimRKh water to 
knead the mass into a thick dough. 
Form the mass into several roils about 
as long as the width of each strip of 
wall puper and two inches in diameter. 
Wrap Home white tot ton cloth around 
each roll, stitch it in place and then 
boil abont thr«e-qnarters of an hour. 
By that time the dough rolls nre firm. 
aud the cloth covering can be removed. 


These rolls of hardened flour and 


pmnice stone are then used for rubbing 
over the soiled iwrtions of the paper. 
Not only will ordinary dirt spots be re- 
moved, but grease will be absorbed by 
the rolls. After the robbing the paper 
should be dusted off carefully with a 
clean cloth, and if any dirt remains the 
process nhunld lw repeated. This re- 
uiuves dirt much better than the bread 
process. — New Voice.
